With a largely increas- 
ing foreign population, the necessity 
of such action will become more evi- 
dent as time goes by.

tionalists this matter should possess 
an interest.

ence with correspondents. 
There are 31 complete divisions of be- 


tween 35,000 and 40,000 men. 


general March said that the 131st Regiment of the 33rd Di- 


vision was the American unit which participated in the Franco- 
Britisn-American offensive in Picvardy. Operating near Chilly 
it took 3 officers, 250 men and 7 big field .pieces. The Picardy 
salient has been reduced to a depth of 14 miles on a 53 mile front 
and the enemy is now back to the line the enemy held in the win- 
ter of 1915. At a few points on the line the Allies have not yet 
reached the line held in 1915. 


March asked that there be no further reference to American 


troops as "Sammies". They do not like it, he said. The British 
troops call them "Yanks," he stated. 


March said that the line along the Marne salient is practically 


as it was last Saturday. He confirmed the fact that an American 
counter attack has recovered Fismette, retaken by. the Germans 
after original American occupation. 


General Pershing has been asked for specific information re- 


garding the use of aircraft in the fighting;, March stated that 
Perahing's dispatches did not indicate a shortage in airplanes on 
the American front, In the Marne sector at least. He made this 
statement in reply to a charge ih'at the American forces were at 
a disadvantage in their lack of airplanes.

It is 
believed Germany will not make an open proposition but will at- 
tach such conditions on it that it will put the matter entirely un- 
der her control and insure a favorable verdict in Berlin.
